These developments occurred at a 
time when there was little commercial 
value to the feature films and short 
subjects after the theatrical runs were 
completed. Also, it was at a time when 
the 16mm film was in the experimental 
stage. To the producers involved and 
to the new Board of Directors of TFC, 
this arrangement was a logical pilot 
research program to test and observe 
the by-products of the 35mm motion 
picture industry for education and a 
good public relations turn by the pro- 
ducing companies.

HOW MUCH EQUIPMENT? 


It seems like a good question, but apparently it 
has to be asked over and over again. How much 
audio-visual equipment should there be in a school? 
We heard the other day of a nationally representative 
group in the audio-visual field that is struggling anew 
with this question. They're trying to come up with 
a list of minimum essential equipment for every 
school. They hope that with their stamp of approval 
and wide publicity for such a list, it will raise the 
standards for all schools and bring about greate 
use of audio-visual materials. 


We think this a rather futile and hopeless project. 
The question can’t be answered. The question isn’t 
as good as it seems. Think of all the variables! What 
school are you talking about? How many teachers 
are there? How well does the community and state 
support the school? What are the teacher attitudes 
toward the use of audio-visual materials? What about 
the attitudes of their supervisors? What audio-visual 
materials are readily available for use? 


With important variables like these to be consid- 
ered, how is it possible to come up with a list that 
says that in every school there should be so many 
projectors, so many screens, so many tape recorders? 
A practical general answer to this question can't be 
found. 


There must be something, however, that can be 
said in a general way about the audio-visual equip- 
ment needs of a modern school. There must be some 
guiding principle that will lead the way to providing 
teachers with the equipment they need to do their 
best teaching. We think there is; but it’s not a matter 
of counting pieces of equipment and arbitrarily set 
ting minimum standards. We think the answer can 
be found and stated in terms of the rights of teachers. 


We start from the premise that the case for the 
use of audio-visual materials has been proved. Re 
search and practical experience in all kinds of teach 
ing situations have clearly demonstrated that bette 
and more efficient learning will result when audio 
visual materials are used and used well. This is not 
a case of one type of material versus another; all 
audio-visual materials have their proven place in 
the instructional program. Teachers have a responsi- 
bility to use audio-visual materials and to use them 
well. They have a right to have whatever audio-visual 
materials they need readily available. 


Those with a responsibility for our school pro 
grams — Board of Trustees, Boards of Education, Su 
perintendents, Supervisors, and the Public must 
realize that to get most efficient teaching results, 
teachers must be provided with the most efficient 
tools tor the job. Pictures on the screen and sounds 
from speakers are as essential for today’s education 
as the words printed in books. Audio-visual materials 
must be made as available as books for every teacher 
to use; and this means that equipment must be avail 
able to project the pictures and play the : sounds 
whenever they are needed. 


How much equipment? The amount cannot be 
stated in generalized terms that will serve all schools 
gut the principle can be stated: 


Teachers have a RIGHT to make use of whateve 
audio-visual materials they need whenever they be 


lieve they can be used to advantage. 


How much audio-visual equipment should there 
be in a school? As much as is needed in that school 
The specific needs of teachers should dictate the 
answer. One piece of equipment might be too much 
for some schools, and twenty too few tor others. But 
in all schools, teachers have the rig/t to make use 
of whatever audio-visual equipment they

To show in a more descriptive fash- 
ion the types of aids that planning 
can utilize in teaching reading skills, 
the following typical reading lessons 
with possible aids are given.

These of course are merely illustra- 
tive and do not imply the utilization 
of the materials listed without proper 
selection, previewing, planning, intro- 
duction, presentation, review and fol 
low-up, all of which is the job of any 
teacher in any reading lesson. This 
sample list does show, however, that 
no teacher can lament as to the 
scarcity of aids for teaching reading, 
regardless of area, reading level, or 
even medium.

Master Antenna System 


In many educational institutions 
it will be found that TV receivers will 
not function satisfactorily unless they 
are connected to outdoor antennas, or 
that good reception will be obtained 
only in certain rooms at certain floor 
levels, but not in others. To insure 
optimum reception in all locations in 
a given building it is necessary that 
a Master Antenna System be installed. 
This involves the positioning of a 
separate antenna oriented toward each 
location.

Each antenna lead is then fed into a 


o

special amplifier tuned for the par 
ticular channel involved, and in this 
way the signals are increased in in 
tensity to the desired level. Then the 
outputs of the separate amplifiers are 
joined and mixed, and a coaxial cable 
system distributes the amplified signals 
to each of the many classrooms in- 
volved. Each classroom has a wall box 
containing a coupler unit to prevent 
interaction between sets, and a ter- 
minal plug that can be connected to 
a TV receiver in much the same way 
that a convenience outlet is used to 
power an electrical appliance in the 
home. 

A system of this type need not neces- 
sarily be run in conduit since the 
maximum voltage carried does not 
exceed a volt, and the current is 
negligible. In contrast, telephone lines 
carry between 44 and 88 volts for 
ringing purposes and are installed 
without conduit in homes as well as 
schools. This feature makes for eco 


nomical installations and several sys 
tems have utilized the cold air return 
ducts of heating plants as convenient 
raceways to make the room connec 
tions. 

Once the Master Antenna System 
is installed, the facilities may be ex 
panded by the addition of a second 
coaxial system. These new lines also 
terminate in the wall boxes used for

the Antenna System. Now the dual 
cables make it possible to attach either 
a camera or a TV receiver or both 
in any of the locations — making any 


classroom a television studio or a 
viewing locale. 

The potentialities inherent with 
such a system are almost limitless. As 
sembly programs can be shown to 
selected audiences in their own class 
rooms, activities of value in any class 
room can be shared with one or more 
groups in separate locations, events 
can be witnessed by larger groups than 
would ordinarily be accommodated 
in a swimming pool, gymnasium or 
playing field, and overflow crowds at 
graduation time can be cared for in a 


study hall and other large rooms. 


Central Distribution of Films 

The practical problems involved in 
showing 16mm motion pictures in in 
dividual classrooms are well known.

Since a single movie channel may 


not serve the needs of the larger 
schools, it is possible to add a second 
or a third chain with each tuned to 
a different channel. An added ad 
vantage is that the TV image is many 
times brighter than the ordinary im 
age on the movie screen, and can, 
therefore, be viewed in subdued light 
rather than in a blacked-out situation 
There still remains the problem of 
transmitting color films in color. The 
equipment discussed to this point is 
for monochrome reproduction only 
However, the same coaxial system can 
be used with color equipment when 
prices are reduced to lower levels, and 
color film can be viewed in black and 
white in the interim.

Chore Boy or Educator? 

The building or community audio 
visual coordinator is rapidly becoming 


recognized as the directing genius for 
audio-visual growth in the particular 
area he serves. His many and varied 
duties and responsibilities all too often 
are complicated by part-time teaching 
assignments and clerical chores which 
impede essential growth and develop 
ment.

As a matter of fact, al- 
though every teacher should know how 
to operate every machine, students can 


do this as well as and sometimes better 
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than the teacher. Your audio-visual 
supervisor should spend time, lots of it, 
supervising the utilization of audio 
visual devices in the classroom. He 
should know the techniques of instruc 
tion and be able to offer constructive 
criticism which will help poor teachers 
to improve and good teachers to teach 
better 

Your audio-visual supervisor is in an 
ideal position to help many instructors 
select materials and to offer new ideas 
to teachers of greater experience. Cer 
tainly then, one of his responsibilities 
is to find the “oldtimer” (she has not 
had 20 vears of experience, but rather 
has had one year of experience 20 
times) and help her vitalize instruc- 
tional procedures. And he must, too, be 
ready, willing and able to help the 
newcomer in many ways to make teach 
ing a more successful experience 
through audio-visual materials and 
methods. 

In addition, your audio-visual su 
pervisor will organize and conduct com 
munications workshops designed to 
acquaint the professional staff with ma 
terials and to point out where these 
can be used in instruction. A happy 
device in this connection is the com 
mittee materials appraisal procedure 
\ single teacher from each of several 
schools can serve for an hour a week 
or perhaps two hours a month review- 
ing new materials—not only for het 
information but also to re port back to 
local school colleague Ss 

No instructional area has all of the 
material it needs. Your audio-visual 
supervisor can and should be experi 
menting with and developing new au 
dio materials in the academic areas as 
well as in the fields of industrial and 
vocational education. We do not know 
what should be tackled first, but prob 
ablv current events and the significance 
of news to the individual are inade 
quately treated in most intermediate 
grades and junior high schools 

\ good local broadcast (you don’t 
need a radio station — use your central 
sound system) summarizing news, trac 
ing current events, naming names and 
explaining personalities can do much 
to lead your students to news broad- 
casts and telecasts and to printed data 
in newspapers and news periodicals 

Do you teach the history of your 
community in the third or fourth 
grade? Cannot many of the incidents 
which make up your story be effectively 
dramatized and recorded on tape for 
presentation when needed to selected 
groups? (Is this perhaps a project for

there has remained a need for a com 
plete, annotated listing of all mate 
rials for the teaching of reading. The 
author has compiled such a listing fon 
materials in each of the areas of read 
ing instruction such as vocabulary 
readiness, word attack and comprehen 
sion.17 The list has been exceedingly 
helpful in suggesting possible aids to 
classroom teachers feeling the need of 
supplementary and teaching aids 

I EACHER-PREPARED MATERIALS To 
give the impression that the utilization 
of audio-visual materials in teaching 
reading hinges upon a vast library of 
films, filmstrips, records, and the like 
would be in error. Many teachers 
possibly due to the lack of funds or 
facilities for using commercially pre 
pared materials, and in some cases due 
to the lack of suitable items, call upon 
their own ability and ingenuity to 
produce their own materials. There 
are some rather definite and desirable 
characteristics that a teacher should 
aim toward when faced with the prob 
lem of preparation of materials for 
reading instruction. These would in- 
clude 

(1) The aid must be appealing 
using color and esthetic taste 

(2) The aid must be accurate in 
detail and based upon correct con 
cepts. 

(3) The aid must be realistic and 
provide a concrete ex perience 

(4) The aid must be appropriat 
as to need, interest and area 

(5) The aid must be concise, in 
structing in an exacting fashion 

(6) The aid must be functional in 
the area of use 

(7) The aid must be well con 
structed and physically superior 

(8) The aid must be constructed so 
as to facilitate use and storage 

(9) The aid must be of proper size 
and sound to meet the need 

(10) The aid must be up-to-date 
and include no undesirable teaching. 

Examples of the many variations of 
teacher-prepared materials includ 

(1) Film (usually limited in scope 
and type).
